Quilting busy bees 

The Bergthal Mennonite women worked hard last week to put theJinishing touches on quilts they madefrom scratch to send 
to poor and homeless people around the world. About 40 ladies take part in the project, from cutting out squares, to filling the 
stuffing, to sewing the final seams. The quilts are then sent to the Mennonite Central Committee for distribution through their 
relief projects. The quilting bee is an annual project for the church women.

The eagles are bark. The first t ime we recorded their arrival 
was in April of 1971 and I still remember how thrilled we all 
were to have real, live eagles here on our farm. Even the dog 
knew this was something special. Whenever those first eagles 
perched near the yard and bent their lordly gaze upon us 
earthbound mortals, the poor old dog became hysterical. 

In those first fewyears there were more immature eagles in 
the group. Big, bold, gorgeous, things with fierce eyes and 
enormous wingspan but their beaks were not yellow and their 
heads, necks and tails were the same dark brown as their 
bodies. The three eagles that are visiting this year are all 
adults with gleaming white heads, necks and tails and bright 
yellow beaks. When they make their unhurried and stately 
way across a blue, blue Alberta sky, the colors and the 
contrasts are so vivid that it takes your breath away. An eagle, 
perched at the top of a spruce tree that is not more than 60 
feet from my bedroom window, pretty effectively wrecks my 
morning. I have to stay there and watch her. Supposing she 
takes oiTand I miss the launch, that wonderful moment when 
she hurls herself up, up and away, bright yellow claws and 
beak extended and the six primary feathers on each wingtip, 
supple as fingers, curved and separate against the sky. 

Bald Eagles are listed in my TI IE BIRDS OF ALBERTA- 
SALT W1LK, as scarce residents and migrants. Except on 
migration, they are rarely found far from large bodies of water. 
They used to nest near the rivers and lakes of central Alberta 
but now the breeding season finds eagles only in the northern 
part of Alberta and a few locations in the mountains. Nests, 
in tall trees or on cliffs, have been observed at Waterton Lake, 
Jasper and Lake Vermilion. They winter as far south as 
Florida and Mexico. A mature Bald Eagle weighs from 7 to 12 
pounds, is from 32 to 40 inches long and has a wingspan of 
7 to 8 feet. They need 4 or 5years to reach full adult plumage, 
and feed mainly on fish, small rodents and carrion. 

An eagle is capable of catching anything up to the size of 
a rabbit, but the eagles that visit us are probably eating small 
birds, gophers and carrion. Farmers poisoning gophers - 
please, please put the poison well down the hole so that the 
gopher dies below ground and does not become an instru¬ 
ment of death to an eagle. On the coasts, eagles mostly eat 
fish, but eagles are not great fishermen and the usual method 
of obtaining a seafood dinner is to harass a successful osprey 
until the hawk drops his catch, whereupon the eagle swoops 
down and snatches the fish before it hits the ground. 

The eagle is the national emblem of the United States. It is 
easy to see why they chose such an emblem, an eagle fairly 
exudes majesty and power. For years the birds were not 
protected in the United States and their numbers were 
seriously diminished. Intensive recovery programs are now 
underway and the bird seems to be making a comeback. They 
have always been fairly common in Alaska. Eagles, and all 
raptors and birds of prey, are protected in Canada except in 
the case of Native Canadians who are allowed to take them in 
order to use the feathers in ceremonial costumes. 

Eagles have always figured strongly in heraldry, myths, 
legends and stories. There am some wonderful biblical quota¬ 
tions featuring eagles. Proverbs 23:5 and 30:18-19 are only a 
couple of them. Eagles are important symbols in aboriginal 
culture: Blake, Tennyson and Longfellow have some lovely 
lines about eagles and, of course, the most modem quotation 
is from Neil Armstrong, "The Eagle has landed.” 

There is something grand and glorious about an eagle, 
something free and wild, powerful and untamed that links us 
to a world beyond this one. An eagle in flight reminds us of 
souls gone before, wild places as yet unseen, adventures still 
to come. Eagles lift up your heart and renew your faith. 
Welcome back eagles.

Town council notes

The Didsbury Town Council, 
acting on a recommendation 
from the Recreation Board, has 
turned down a request to In¬ 
clude free swim passes in the 
Welcome Wagon package for 
new residents. 

The request was denied after 
council looked at costs Involved 
for the proposition. 

“I think we are looking at a 
cost of $250 on average a year." 
said Councillor Vance van Dam. 
council's representative on the 
Rec Board. We already pay $200 
for the visit. “

The Didsbury chapter of the 
Royal Canadian Legion will be 
installing benches on the walk¬ 
ing path between the Mountain 
View Health Care Centre and 
the camp ground sometime this 
spring. 

The Legion got the go ahead 
to Install the benches along the 
pathway from the Didsbury 
Town Council at their last regu¬ 
lar meeting. 

Legion members Bill Jepps 
and Sandy Baswick made the 
request to council after a mem¬ 
ber’s wife noticed elderly walk¬ 
ers taking to resting on the grass 
while strolling along the scenic 
path. 

“Apparently some of the older 
people can't quite make It up 
the hill with out a rest.” said 
Jepps. "We think the benches 
area little better than the grass.” 

Now that the Legion has per¬ 
mission to place the benches. 
Jepps said the Legion hopes to 
purchase the benches and have 
them In place early this spring.

The topic of the Legion's ceno¬ 
taph was also discussed by 
council during Jepps and 
Baswick’s visit. 

The Legion members were 
told council will arrange the 
cenotaph's move this spring to a 
spot along the Rosebud Valley 
pathway near the town welcome 
sign. 

Council will discuss the lo¬ 
gistics of the move with the Le- 
gionjust before the effort to move 
the monument is made. Council 
must decide whether they can 
Just pick up the cenotaph and 
move it, or if they will have to 
dismantle and rebuild It on the 
new site. 

"We want to be sure that the 
thing doesn't start to crumble 
apart as we’re moving it," said 
Mayor Ray iyca. 

Lea said the town will begin 
planning for the move as soon 
as the ground begins to thaw 
this spring.

Council will be sending a let¬ 
ter to the owner of a piece of 
property north of the arena over 
safety concerns with a building 
on the land. 

Council's letter will come in 
response to a complaint about 
the building sent In by the pro¬ 
spective buyer of an adjacent 
piece of land. 

The letter complained that 
the abandoned building was a 
potential safety risk and an Invi¬ 
tation to vandalism. 

Town administrator Mike Sto¬ 
rey said council had l<x)ked in to 
this property before and had 
worked out a development 


agreement with the owner. 

“We had kxtked Into having 
the building condemned,” he 
said. “But the government is 
reluctant to do that because of 
the time and expense. “We had 
worked out an agreement where 
the building has to be demol¬ 
ished before any other develop¬ 
ment (on the land) begins.” 

Council will request that the 
building be tom down in their 
letter.

Council will be asking RCMP 
to step up truck route enforce¬ 
ment In town after they received 
a complaint about the state of a 
residential road. 


A resident along the 12th Ave 
stretch between 21 st and 23rd 
Street complained that the road 
Is continually in disrepair: 
muddy and full of ruts. 

The problem Is that there 
are trucks travelllngon that road 
that aren't supposed to be," said 
Administrator Mike Storey. 
"That is what Is tearing it up so 
bad.” 

Storey said the town also 
plans to make some Improve¬ 
ments to the road this spring.

Joint government 
program to reduce 
collisions 

Further construction and widening on Highway 2 
between Airdrie and Red Deer to reduce collisions is one 
of five projects included in $60 million provincial/ 
federal highway improvement agreement announced 
recently by the Minister of Alberta Transportation and 
Utilities, Peter Trynchy, and federal Transport Minister 
Jean Corbeil. 

Under the five-year agreement, the provincial and 
federal governments will each contribute $30 million to 
upgrade Highways 1,2,3 and 16, all part ofthe National 
Highway System. Improvement of these routes will play 
a major role in the province's economic development 
through employment creation and stimulation of trade. 

Olds-Didsbury MLA, Roy Brassard, described the 
reconstruction and widening project as a "major con¬ 
tributor to increased driver safety." 

"Inthe 1980s, we experienced a high incidence of fatal 
collisions on this stretch of highway between Airdrie and 
Red Deer. Therefore, a program was started to widen the 
existing narrow media, resulting in significant improve¬ 
ments in collision rates. Under this new program, the 
work will be accelerated and completed sooner. In addi¬ 
tion, it will create approximately 179 person-years of 
employment," he said. 

Commenting on the highway agreement, Trynchy 
said, "The entire program will be a boon to the economy 
of the province, generating more than 1,000jobs during 
the next five years. In addition, these improvements 
should have a significant impact on collision rates, 
making our highways safer for all users."

Plans to start a urban crime 
watch In Dklsbury are a go de¬ 
spite a smaller than expected 
turnout to a meeting on the Is¬ 
sue last week. 

Doug Sharpe, member of the 
DJdsbury Community Policing 
Advisory Committee whoorgan- 
lzed the meeting, said the group 
Intends to get started on plans 
for the crime watch patroi with 


the ten residents who showed 
up for the meeting held last 
Thursday. 

“It wasn’t a big turnout." he 
said. “But they are all Inter¬ 
ested. and now we have a good 
core group.” 

Sharpe said the residents who 
did attend the meeting have all 
sent In applications forms lothe 
RCMP and once they are proc¬ 
essed. the group can begin their 
nlghl surveillance drives. 


“Wejust have to wall forthem 
to be screened,” he said. “Once 
they're cleared we can get 
started." 

Sharpe said the group will 
begin by planning out night time 
routes and schedules with the 
RCMP to Increase the coverage 
the town gets by regular police 
patrols. 

“We don't' know what our 
schedule will be like at this time, 
and we aren't going to advertise 


It for obvious reasons.” he said. 
“But It will make up the slack 
time for the RCMP In town while 
they are covering other areas." 

The surveillance drives will 
encompass the early morning 
hours. Volunteers will drive the 
streets looking for suspicious 
activity. Drivers will call any 
concerns Into the detachment. 
Sharpe stressed that the volun¬ 
teers will not be Involved with 
any arrests or Investigations. 


But while the 10 members Is 
enough to get the urban crime 
watch program operating. 
Sharpe said he hoped they will 
be able to attract more volun¬ 
teers In the future. 

“If we had more members, 
then we could give 7 days a 
week coverage.” he said. ‘That's 
our Ideal."

Over the past year, especially during the summer months, 
a great outcry arose in this town over increases in vandalism 
and other crimes. 

People were frustrated, concerned. Some took the matter 
as far as creating a petition to force council to legislate a 
curfew for Didsbury teens under the legal age. People every¬ 
where spoke out about the problem. They demanded some¬ 
thing be done. 

On the face of it, Didsbury might be considered a place 
where residents were greatly concerned about the safety of 
their town. It might be considered a place where residents 
would be willing to volunteer their time and efforts for a 
program to help reduce the much vaunted crime rate. But last 
week's pitiful turnout for the meeting of the urban crime 
watch program showed it just isn't so. 

Ten people, out of a population of nearly 3300, turned up 
to find out more about the program and to offer their services. 
Ten. Where were all the hundreds who supposedly signed 
their names to the curfew petition? 

It mu st be fru st rat ing for organizers of t his program to hear 
the concerns voiced daily in coffee shops and in grocery stores 
about crime, and then find, when they attempt to do some¬ 
thing about it, that, suddenly, no one cares. 

Apparently it is far easier to sign one’s name to a piece of 
paper than to give up one’s time for something they say they 
believe in. 

Are we ostriches? Do we feel that signing our names and 
letting someone else do the work will fix our problems for us? 
Just like demandinggreater police coverage without agreeing 
to pay higher taxes, we cannot expect another to do some¬ 
thing about the town's crime rate without taking some of the 
responsibility on ourselves. 

Admi11edly, Didsbuiy docs not have a high crime rat c at the 
moment, but statistics have shown that more and more 
criminals from outside communities are moving in. Wc are a 
fairly affluent town with few precautions made; we are ripe for 
the picking. We will become targets unless wc move to do 
something about it. 

An option has been given. It is up to us to do something 
about it. Time to give up some time instead of just breath.

"I think it would be a good time to let them go ahead with 
their concerns and then hit them with our concerns, because 
we’d have a captive audience.”

The federal government now 
transfers over $36 billion to the 
provinces. Many people believe 
that the federal government has 
been transferring less money to 
the provinces every year. This Is 
not the case.

It Is also true 
that Ottawa has shown restraint 
In Increasing federal transfers. 

Major transfers to Alberta 
account for about one quarter of 
Alberta's revenues. The two 
main transfers to our province 
are for Established Program 
Funding (EPF) and Canada As¬ 
sistance Plan (CAP). EPF pro¬ 
vides equal per capita support 
to all provinces and territories 
for health services, extended 
health care and post-secondary 
education. CAP provides sup¬ 
port to all provinces and territo¬ 
ries for social welfare assist¬ 
ance. 

In 1991-92 Alberta received 
$ 1924 million for EPF and $583

RCMP report 


During the weekend of March 13/14, 1993, Didsbury 
R.C.M.P. In conjunction with Red Deer R.C.M.P. seized 
approximately two pounds of marihuana from a local 
residence In Didsbury, Alberta. Cam Wood, 34 years of 
age, and his wife Mary Wood, 32 years of age were 
charged with possession of a narcotic for the purpose of 
trafficking, section 4(2) of the Narcotic Control Act. The 
approximate street value of the marihuana is $9,000. 
The two accused are to appear in Didsbury Provincial 
Court on March 23, 1993, to answer to the alleged 
charges. This latest charge is one of three drug related 
charges so far this year. 

During the month of February, Didsbuiy R.C.M.P. 
responded to a total of330 complaints. 56 of which were 
Criminal Code related. 23 motor vehicle accidents were 
reported and 84 traffic tickets were written warnings 
were issued. 2 individuals were charged with drinking 
and driving related offences and 3 people were issued 
road side suspensions.

colonies. As a recompense, a 
regular allowance would nor¬ 
mally be "remitted" to them. 
Many of these "remittance men." 
In Ascot ties and monocles, 
gravitated to Alberta. While a 
few mended their ways, most 
did not. They became the butt of 
Jokes, contemptible In the eyes 
of their less refined fellow Immi¬ 
grants. 

One such Englishman, 
drowning his sorrows In a Cal¬ 
gary bar. lamented to a cowboy

By the time he left the father was 
so Impressed he gave his son 
another 500 pounds. 

But the reality behind the 
funny stories - the gutter, de¬ 
lirium tremens, street begging - 
was often far from comical. Why 
did they drink? Some blamed 
the shortage of wives. White 
women were scarce and the few 
ellglbles were more likely to 
choose a husband with prop¬ 
erty and stability. And. sad to 
say, an Englishman who took 
up with a native girl was held In 
deeper contempt than ever, for 
such was the prejudice of the 
time. 

But even remittance men had 
their good points. Rarely did they 
whine about the poor treatment 
they received at t he hands of the 
community. Their exquisite 
manners charmed women, 
though rarely Into marriage. And 


when the First World Warstruck 
patriotism quickly replaced de¬ 
bauchery: nearly all Alberta's 
remittance men signed on for 
overseas duty. The war was a 
golden chance for them to gain 
respectability. The West's final 
Judgment was summed up In 
an observation quoted by folk¬ 
lorist Robert E. Gard In Johnny 
Chinook: "Those fellows were 
green, but by God they're not 
yellos."

The remittance burst Into the 
newlywed's chamber and 
plucked the bottle from the 
groom's hand. A fight ensued, 
and the remittance man re¬ 
turned empty-handed to the bar. 
A "bounder" with a woman had 
stolen the bottle, he said. He 
had tried unsuccessfully to res¬ 
cue It. He couldn't understand 
♦he hilarity this caused In the 
bar. 

The remittees did more than 
drink. Some started ranches: a 
few became Infamous for riding 
their horses Into bars and start¬ 
ing the day's drinking right In 
the saddle. One High River char¬ 
acter was known as Sir John 
the Astronomer because he dis¬ 
covered a fourth star on the 
label of Hennessy's three-star 
cognac. And then there was 
dninken 'Lord Dutton" whose 
sister lost patience and stopped 
sending him his quarterly re¬ 
mittance cheque. 

Dutton, possessed of a crea¬ 
tive Imagination, wired home 
under a false name and an¬ 
nounced to the sister the un¬ 
timely death of his good buddy, 
her brother. Would It be possi¬ 
ble for Dutton’s sister to send 
some cash Immediately to cover 
funeral expenses? It was: she 
sent the money. 

In letters home, remittance 
men would often lie about (heir 
accomplishments to boost the 
flow of funds. One requested 
$1,000 to keep his "700 full- 
blooded gophers" lit for spring 
market. However, there was al-

Powerlifter gears up for 
national competition

Olympic weigh 1 lifting may 
be a higher visibility sport, be¬ 
cause of Its connection with the 
Olympic Trials, but powerlifting 
Is gaining steadily Increasing 
prominence all across North 
America, largely due to deter¬ 
mined competitors like Derrald 
Ulry of Olds. 

Ulry finished first In his class 
(Masters) at the Grande Prairie 
Powerlifting Open Meet held 
March 13. tying one Provincial 
record and shattering two oth¬ 
ers previously set by Ulry him¬ 
self. 

Mike Armstrong, the Al- 
berla Provincial President of the 
Canadian Powerlifting Union, 
says devotees of the sport have 
been trying to get powerlifting 
recognized as a demonstration 
sport at the Olympics for a 
number of years now. Everyone 
would like to see It In place In 
time for the Olympics In Atlanta 
In 1996. The type of lifts we do 
can l>e learned pretty much by 
anybody. Powerlifting Is basic 
strength training taken to the 
extreme." 

Olympic weightlifting In¬ 
corporates elements of style and 


technique while powerlifting fo¬ 
cuses on actual weight lifted. 

“Powerlifting Is more of a 
'raw strength' sport ."Armstrong 
explained. “It’s really big In the 
States and It’s getting bigger In 
Canada every year." 

There are four classes: 
Novice (for first-time competi¬ 
tors). Junior (for competitors 
aged 16 to 22). Senior (for com¬ 
petitors 23 to 39) and Masters 
(for those aged 40 and over). 
Now 42. Ulry has been Involved 
In the sport for six years and 
says he got started to get back 
Into shape. “It's a personal chal¬ 
lenge," he says. “You set a goal, 
meet It, and keep trying lo bet¬ 
ter your last accomplishment." 

Currently, Derrald 
Ulry is gearing up to 
compete in the Na 
tional Powerlifting 
Competition which 
will be held In Ed 
monton May 21 to 
the 23.

routines and coaching each 
other. Archie lllry has also been 
a winner at the provincial level 
himself In competitions held In 
May of 1992. 

Currently. Derrald Ulry 
Is gearing up to compete In the 
National Powerllfllng Competi¬ 
tion which will be held In Ed¬ 
monton May 21 to the 23. 

"IPowerllfttngl gets you In 
shape and It's a good stress 
release." Archie lllry says. “But 
you have to do It for yourself, no 
one else. Once you get egos In¬ 
volved the next step Is steroids 
and steroids are very addictive, 
worse than cocaine. When 18- 
year-old kids who were lifting 
200 pounds are suddenly lifting 
400. you can be pretty sure 
they're using sten>kls. Take them 
off steroids and suddenly they're 
back to lifting 200 again. You 
want to compete drug free be¬ 
cause It's yourself you’re cheat¬ 
ing." 

TheCanadlan 
Powerlifting Union keeps a vigi¬ 
lant eye on all members to elimi¬ 
nate the use of steroids. 

“Becoming a member In¬ 
volves agreeing to random drug 
testing at any time." Provincial 
President Mike Armstrong says 
adding that In order to register 
oftlclal records set, “competi¬ 
tors must be drug tested, often 
at the member’s own expense. 
Alberta Is one of the few prov¬ 
inces that doesn't provide fund¬ 
ing to team members. We’ve 
Imposed this (drug testing) rule 


ourselves to Insure everyone Is 
competing on the same level." 

There's a lot more to be 
proud of when you do It your¬ 
self." Derrald lllry concurs. 
'There really are no short cuts. 
It takes a lot of training, a healthy 
diet. You have to count on 3 or 4 
workouts a week, an hour and a 
half per session. I've done this 
for 5 or 6 years now and It's 
become part of my life." 

Ulry's training program 
will become steadily more In¬ 
tensive In the weeks leading up 
to the Nationals. 

“During tralnlngyou work 
up to the level you need to 
qualify. At Grande Prairie 
Derrald Just lifted enough to 
qualify for the Nationals. You 
don't want to push too hard 
before competing." 

When he's not In the gym 
working out. Derrald Ulry owns 
and operates The Sign Maker, a 
business In Olds which he says 
began as a sideline In 1989. 

“What began as a hobby 
became a business opportunity. 

I was working for the County of 
Mountain View when someone 
asked me if I knew of anyone 
that would make up a sign for a 
rural business.
